Importance of Carrying State Legis­ 
lature Will be Put Squarely Be­ 
fore Voters of Indiana.

According to this letter it is under­ 
stood that the soft drinks are proper­ 
ly labeled as required by the Pure 
Food and Drugs laws, and that if it 
is illegal to sell the beverages it is a 
violation of the liquor laws. 
Ju st 
what constitutes a violation of the 
present liquor laws seems to be an 
unsettled 
question, 
and 
one 
upon 
which the attorneys can not agree. 
Several of the local attorneys de­ 
clare that no liquor can be legally 
sold that contains a certain percent 
of alcohol, and that all the officers 
are required to do it so ascertain the 
exact amount of alcohol in any ques­ 
tionable beverage. Other lawyers say 
that the sole question is whether the 
drink is intoxicating, aud that must 
be determined before an arrest can be 
made. 
M arshal Abell stated this morning 
that lie intended to stop the sale of 
such illegal “ soft drinks” in this city, 
providing such illegality could be es­ 
tablished. 
It has been known for 
some time that various soft drinks 
have been on sale in Seymour, but 
this is the first time that an effort has 
>een made to ascertain the amount of 
alcohol contained in them. 
A case is now pending in tile c ir­ 
cuit court, which was tried during the 
April term, wherein the defendant was 
charged with selling liquors alleged 
to have been intoxicating, but the ju ry 
failed to agree upon that question and 
was dismissed. 
That case has been 
set for the September term of court, 
md will be tried at that time.

That is why the tru st com­ 
mands the iron ore market

y ear that the tru st sav es by u sing steam shov els wou ld 
pay the div idends on a good share of the half billion 
dollars or common stock 
Up in one of the great open- 
cu t iion mines in Minnesota ore is mined and carried 


a w a y with amazing speed. The mines are worked from 


1 lie su rface by open cu t, as a reserv oir or canal wou ld 
tie du g. 
Ov er railroad tracks ru n throu gh the pit the 
big ore trains are hau led alongside the giant shov els. 
One shov el, picking u p six tons of ore at each assau lt 
on the ore hank, loads a fifty -ton steel car in three min­ 
u tes 
Trainload after trainload of ore is hau led away 
to the ore docks at the head of the lakes, there to be 
pu t aboard the big lake oie ships at a speed of 300 tons 
a minu te 
The Panama canal job has recently thrown the Amer­ 
ican steam shov el in the limelight before the world. 
When ou r gov ernment u ndertook the task that had baf­ 
fled the world's engineers, and promised that it wou ld 
he completed within a few y ears, ev en the American 


people were skeptical. 
Bu t the engineers who planned 
the work knew the possibilities of steam shov el ex cav a­ 
tion—thdn u ntried on big canal work. 
They had seen 
giant shov els in iron mines and stone qu arries, and 
they knew that steam shov els and dy namite cou ld mako 
mou ntains disappear. 
The gov ernment pu t in the big­ 
gest order for steam shov els ev er giv en in the cou ntry . 
These shov els were sent in ships to the isthmu s as fast 
as they cou ld be made. 
Now there are more than a 
hu ndred shov els cu tting the canal from ocean to ocean, 
and making world records in heav y ex cav ation work. 
Ju st as American steam shov els hav e rev olu tionized 
iron mining and copper mining, so hav e they rev olu ­ 
tionized canal digging. 
When the Erie canal was bu ilt, 
in the ’20s, the pick and shov el, the wheelbarrow and 
the wagon, were the only tools in ex cav ation work. 
The Su ez canal cu t was 8 0,000,000 cu bic y ards. 
It 
took ten y ears to do the work, ev en thou gh most of it 
was sand. 
The Panama canal calls for 140,000,000 cu bic 
y ards of rock and earth ex cav ation and dredging. Last 
y ear 35.000,000 y ards were completed, or nearly half 
as mu ch work as was done on the whole Su ez canal. 
On the central div ision, which inclu des the Cu lebra rock 
cu t. the steam shov els did 50,000 y ards a day , 1,500,000 
y ards a month 
This steara-shov el performance on the 
Panama canal makes the Su ez canal constru ction look 
like digging a sewer trench 
The first steam shov els were u sed in railroad con­ 
stru ction. and they now' are part of the working equ ip­ 
ment of ev ery important railroad in the cou ntry . 
Ev ery 
big contractor has his battery of shov els; some con­ 
tractors hav e scores of them at work from ocean to 
ocean 
In the rebu ilding of American railroads, espe­ 
cially throu gh the mou ntains of the West, where enor­ 
mou s qu antities of rock had to be handled in redu cing 
grades and cu rv es, the steam shov el was of inv alu able 
serv ice 
Harriman, in rebu ilding the Union and Sou th­ 
ern Pacifies, tore away mou ntains and filled u p cany ons 
with steam shov els. 
On the new' lines that hav e been 
bu ilt to the coast 
the St. Pau l, the Western Pacific, 
and Clark’s road—the steam shov el has made new rec­ 
ords in railroad constru ction 
Many millions of dol­ 
lars hav e been sav ed, and improv ement w’ork, of hither­ 
to prohibitiv e cost, has been made possible

DIAGRAM EXPLAINING A DANGEROUS TEST. 
1IILE there are many to qu estion the v alu e of the su bmarine 
as an engine of war and many to hold the opposite v iew', there 
are v ery few with su fficient hardihood to deny that the ty po 
is dangerou s for those who man them; whatev er they may be 
to an enemy . 
The v ery natu re of their mission makes them 
heir to more different kinds of danger than any other craft 
that floats—or sinks. 
Those who believ e in them hav e as­ 
serted that they are immu ne from many of the ordinary perils of the sea, 
that they hav e no boilers to bu rst, no masts 
to carry , no rigging to be 
strained, no 
sails to split, and no concern abou t stormy weather, as they can 
plu nge beneath the su rface when seas ru n high. 
Ensign Kenneth Whiting, at present in command of the su bmarine Por­ 
poise, now stationed at Manila, a few weeks ago took his v essel ou t into 
the bay , and, with a small boat in attendance, u ndertook an ex periment that 
has made him famou s. 
The y ou ng ensign had conceiv ed the idea that a man cou ld make his 
way ou t from a su bmarine by way of the torpedo tu be. 
A torpedo is the 
only weapon that a su bmarine carries, and as the boat mu st discharge the 
missile while su bmerged it follows that there mu st necessarily be some ap­ 
pliance for ejecting the missile and closing the orifice immediately after dis­ 
charge. 
The little that is known of Ensign Whiting’s ex ploit is contained in the 
official report which the commander of the su bmarine flotilla recently for­ 
warded to the Nav y Department at Washington, and which the department 


1 romu lgated in circu lar form, to be read on the qu arterdeck of ev ery v essel 
in commission. 
It say s: 
“Ensign Whiting entered the torpedo tu be of the Porpoise throu gh the 
after door of the tu be, the cap of the forward door being closed. 
He 
then grasped the strong back of the crossbar of the cap and ordered the 
after door closed. 
As soon as the after door was closed the gu nner’s mate 
stationed at the cap engine opened the eap. 
The cap in opening forward 
and u p hau led Ensign Whiting clear of the tu be, so as to enable him to u se 
his arms to come to the su rface and to prev ent his being shov ed back into 
th° tu be by inru shing water. 
The whole operation consu med abou t sev enty - 
fiv e seconds.” 
This same Porpoise came perilou sly near drowning her entire crew a 
few y ears ago. 
The v essel wras maneu v ering arou nd Newport when she su d­ 
denly showed a disposition to seek the bottom. 
She qu ickly fou nd it, and 
came to rest on the seabed. 
Ov erhead was a hu ndred feet of water. 
Too 
mu ch water had been taken in as ballast and something had gone wrong 
with the au tomatic v alv e which shou ld hav e controlled the inru sh. 
Lu ckily 
a hand pu mp was fou nd, and, w'orking for their liv es in the fast v itiating 
air, the crew managed to force ou t enou gh water from ihe ballast tanks to 
bring the su bmarine to the su rface.

The machinery of a modern wind­ 
mill is just as far advanced over the 
rude machinery of the windmill of 
fifty years ago as is the works of a 
fine watch over the works of a dollar 
alarm clock. 
One type of wind tur­ 
bine, for instance, consists of a wheel 
about 16 feet In diameter mounted 
upon a steel tower 50 feet in height. 
The entire wind wheel is of gal­ 
vanized steel, and all its moving parts 
run on ball bearings. Its transmission 
gear works in an oil bath and, ac­ 
cording to Popular Mechanics, the best 
methods known to engineering have 
been adopted in order to eliminate fric­ 
tion and enable the wheel to make the 
best of light winds.

Where as much as 400 pounds of fer­ 
tilizer is used for corn, we recom­ 
mend two applieatons, one in the fur­ 
row before planting, and an applica­ 
tion of from 150 to 200 pounds of 
cotton seed meal in the furrow when 
the corn is about one foot high.

making. 
It is the plan of the presidents of 
the twenty-five w estern railroads, and 
their example undoubtedly will be fol­ 
lowed by the executives of all the 
oth er roads in the country, to with­ 
draw as soon as possible the increases 
filed since May I, and to refrain from 
putting in any further advances until 
the new railroad bill becomes a law. 
The adm inistration railroad bill has 
now passed the senate and the house 
and probably will be sen t to confer­ 
ence 
today. 
It

the expectation 
of P resident T aft that the bill will be 
ready for his signature before July I. 
As soon as the bill becomes a law 
all of the roads will re file the rates 
th a t they have withdrawn and also

A fter a canvass of the house the 
leaders announced that from thirty to 
thirty-five Republicans favored accept­ 
ing the senate bill.

of South Dakota. At an informal m eet­ 
ing of the insurgents it was agreed 
that the senate bill suited them and 
for that reason it was decided to stand 
out against the motion to send the 
m easure to conference.

The light is thro wn do wn­ 
ward, and by using two sets o f car­ 
bo ns facing in o ppo site directio ns a 
go o d field o f illuminatio n is pro duced 
belo w. 
This candle is intended spe­ 
cially fo r indo o rs. 
In advo cating the American plan o f 
building facto ry chimney s o f re-en- 
fo rced co ncrete, E. R. Matthews to ld 
the Co ncrete Institute In Lo ndo n re­ 
cently so me interesting facts abo ut 
these structures. 
They can be built 
at less than half the co st o f brick 
chimney s, and are o f greater stability 
than brick structures, because they 
have no jo ints. 
Very much less ma­ 
terial is req uired o n acco unt o f the 
relative thinness o f the walls. 
Under 
the British law a chimney 300 feet 
tall w’o uld have to have the walls, if 
co nstructed o f brick, abo ut fo ur feet 
ten inches thick at the base, but a 
co ncrete chimney wo uld have a thick­ 
ness o f o nly nine inches fo r the o uter 
wall, and five inches fo r the inner, 
with a space o f fo ur inches between. 
The “hair cracks” in co ncrete chim­ 
ney s are o nly skin-deep, and have no 
practical impo rtance. 
The chimney s 
are ancho red by having the vertical 
steel bars co ntinued into the fo unda­ 
tio n, and there bent at an angle o f 9 0 
degrees. 
Many are calculated to re­ 
sist a w’ind o f 100 miles per ho ur, a 
velo city practically unkno wn.

Disco vered by acci 
dent, the men who stumbled upo n the 
rich o utcro p fo und in o ne place a ledgo 
that had crumbled do wn the mo untain 
side, strewing

The president o f this co mpany will 
be Jo seph R. Lo ftus, president o f tho 
Jo seph R. Lo ftus Co mpany in this city , 
who was a prime mo ver in intro duc­ 
ing co tto n into Imperial Valley . 
The 
o thers mentio ned are J. T. Walker o f 
Memphis, Tenn., who has been in the 
co tto n and co tto nseed business fo r a 
number o f y ears; W. H. Kindig, M. M. 
Do rfmeier and II. C. Chase, all o f Lo s 
Angeles. 
It was o riginally Intended to fo rm 
a large co mpany , but o n acco unt o f 
the very limited time befo re co tto n 
planting it was decided to wo rk alo ng 
mo re mo dest lines. 
The capital o f 
$25,000 will enable the co mpany to 
plant fro m 2,000 to 3,000 acres in co t 
to n, and have an ex perienced planta­ 
tio n manager as superintendent, and 
justify maintaining a business o ffice 
to handle the pro ducts. 
There is said to be an unlimited de­ 
mand fo r co tto n and co tto nseed prfld- 
ucts.

PATRIOTIC LESSON IN MEMORIAL DAY. 
o 


P ALL ou r anniv ersaries. Memorial Day is the 
one that has most power to stir the American 
heart, and to show that this heart still beats tru e 
to the traditions of the heroic age of ou r repu blic. 
The 
decoration of the grav es of those who hav e died for 
their cou ntry is no ou tgrowth of modern sentimentality . 
This cu stom is of great antiq u ity ; classic Greece was 
wont to thu s honor its departed heroes. 
Inspired poets 
recited their eu logies. 
Great orators ex tolled their 
v alor and self-sacrifice. 
Sweet-v oiced singers sang their 
praises. 
White-robed maidens strewed with flowers the 
grav es of those who had been laid to rest in nativ e 
earth, while a nation's tears fell for the u nretu rning 
brav e who had fallen on the field of battle, and lay in 
u nmark ed trenches which are so often the soldier’s 
last resting place. 
On the 23d and 24th of May , 18 65, the armies of the 
Union passed in grand rev iew before the President and 
the Secretary of War in Washington. 
It was one of the most impressiv e 
and sou l-stirring pageants which this cou ntry has ev er seen. 
On the first 
day eighty thou sand men of the Army of the Potomac marched throu gh the 
streets of the national capital, and on the following day the six ty -nine thou ­ 
sand members of Sherman's army carried their tattered flags ov er the same 
line of march. 
In all there were one hu ndred and forty -nine thou sand men in that blu e 
tide which, for six hou rs on one day 
and sev en on the nex t, flowed past 
the Capitol; and on the great banner which stretched across the front of 
the bu ilding the tired and war-worn v eterans read a sentiment which mu st 
hav e tou ched their hearts. 
It was their cou ntry ’s ack nowledgment of her 
sense of obligation to them. 
The words were these; 
“The only national 
■debt we can nev er pay is the debt we owe the v ictoriou s Union soldiers.” 
This y ear a thou sand little processions made u p of those same men 
will march behind mu ffled dru ms and with flowers in their hands, to deco­ 
rate the grav es of those comrades w'tose marching day s are done. 
Those 
who passed before the President in the grand rev iew of forty -flv e y ears ago 
were mostly y ou ng men, some of them mere boy s. 
The little companies 
which mak e their way from post headq u arters to the cemetery now are 
made u p of old men. 
Each y ear iinds the heads whiter, the line thinner, 
the steps more feeble. 
Yet the lov ing memories remain u nchanged, the 
old comrades u nforgotten, the serv ice in their honor u nneglected. 
The dignity and faithfu lness with which the v eterans of the Civ il War 
observ e this annu al ceremony has not been lost u pon the cou ntry . 
The pa­ 
thetic spectacle of these feeble old men marching ev ery y ear u nder the flag 
they once defended has tou ched u s all. 
It has helped u s to realize that we 
hav e indeed a "national debt we can nev er pay ,” and has confirmed the 
beau tifu l cu stom of giv ing one day in the y ear to ou r dead, be they soldier 
or civ ilian.

He thrash­ 
ed the man who called him a coward, 
bu t the insu lt rank led. On the inarch 
to North Ann riv er he brooded ov er it. 
We led the corps across the riv er and 
adv anced on the enemy . 
A rattling 
mu sk etry fire tfas dotting the grou nd 
with ou r dead and wou nded. 
“Presently 
y ou ng 
Elliott 
sprang 
ahead of the adv ancing line, and as 
he wav ed his mu sk et ov er his head he 
shou ted ou t in broad New England ac­ 
cent; 
‘“ Sergeant Mertin. am I a coward?’ 
“The enemy opened a mask ed bat­ 
tery fu ll on ou r front and u nder a 
thou sand y ards from their line. 
The 
gu ns were loaded to the mu zzles with 
grape and canister, and as the sward 
we were tripping ov er was perfectly 
lev el great gaps were made 
in ou r 
rank s. 
Nev ertheless 
w’e ru shed on, 
cheering. Su mner well in 
the 
lead. 
Presently he went down, fu ll length, 
and as we swept ov er hint the gallant 
lad was still faintly shou ting: 
“ ‘Sergeant Mertin, a-m I a c-o-wr- 
a-r-d?' 
“His k neecap had been brok en with 
a grapeshot, and when su bseq u ently 
remo v ed to the field ho spita l o ur first 
serg ea nt, J o hn H. Mertin, ma na g ed to 


v isit him. 
As the poor boy , laid ou t 
on the ru de operating table, grasped 
the sergeant’s hand he faintly m u tter­ 
ed.

G e n e r a l G r a n t ’s J o k e . 
Eliot M. Miller, a civ il engineer of 
New Orleans, tells how General U. S. 
Grant made his father, Chaplain Mil­ 
ler, swear. 
It was one of the chaplain's du ties to 
receiv e and distribu te the mail to Gen­ 
eral Grant’s staff.

was late he was greatly annoy ed by 
q u estions as to the cau se of the delay , 
time of probable arriv al, ete.

O r i g in o f D e c o r a t i o n li n y . 
As a matter of chronology it is in­ 
teresting to k now’ that the observ ance 
of Decoration Day first originated in 
Richmond, Va., with a little band of 
New England school teachers on May 
30, 18 00. and was adopted the nex t 
y ear, 
18 07 , by 
Confederate 
women 
throu ghou t the sou th, to be sy stema­ 
tized the y ear after. 18 08 , as a Grand 
Army 
ceremonial by order of Gen. 
John A. Logan, then commander-in­ 
ch lef, u ntil, its 
popu larity 
becoming 
general, the day was made a legal holi­ 
day in all the northern states and so 
observ ed in the sou th by the Con fed- 
erate Veterans’ Association. 


T h e P e n n y p a c k e r A r m y .

As a farmer !n 
treeless Nebrask a, he had realized, as 
had his neighbors, the v ital need of 
trees. 
They needed them as a protec­ 
tion from the blizzards of winter and 
the hot drou ghts 
of 
su mmer. 
The 
gov ernment recognized the need when 
it offered tree claims to settlers, giv ­ 
ing them free land if a certain nu m ­ 
ber of trees were planted. 
Some of 
these settlers of German origin prob­ 
ably k new the efforts which the Ger­ 
man gov ernment was pu tting forth, 
ev en in the middle of the nineteenth 
centu ry , toward the scientific manage­ 
ment of the nation’s woodlands. 
Eu ­ 
ropean cou ntries learned long before 
America the lesson that the forests 
shou ld be cherished as among the na­ 
tion’s most preciou s possessions. That 
was why Pinehot and Grav es cou ld 
find in Eu rope schools corresponding 
to American colleges, established for 
the special pu rpose of training men 
for the su ccessfu l planting and cu lti­ 


v ation of forests; why they fou nd the 
growth of trees and their maintenance 
redu ced to a science and the manage­ 
ment of pu blic forests lands an im­ 
portant department of state. 
At the annu al meeting of the Ne­ 
brask a State Board 
of Agricu ltu re 
held 
in Lincoln, Janu ary , 18 7 2, J. 
Sterling Morton, afterward Secretary 
of Agricu ltu re, introdu ced a resolu tion 
which read: 
“Resolv ed, That 
Wednesday , 
the 
10th day of April, 18 7 2, be, and the 
same is herdby , especially set apart 
and consecrated for tree planting :n 
the State of Nebrask a, and the State 
Board of Agricu ltu re hereby name it 
Arbor day ; and to u rge u pon the peo ­ 
ple of the State the v ital importance 
of tree planting, hereby offer a special 
premiu m of $100 to the agricu ltu ral 
society of that cou nty in Nebrask a 
which shall u pon 
that 
day , plart 
properly the largest nu mber of trees; 
and a farm library of $25 worth of 
book s to that person, who on that day 
shall plant properly , in Nebrask a, the 
greatest nu mber of trees.” 
The idea was q u ick ly adopted by 
other States. 
Dr. B. G. Northrop, a 
Congregational minister of Massachu ­ 
setts, k now’ll as the “great apostle of 
Arbor day ,” gav e u p his other work to 
dev ote his entire time to the tree cu l­ 
tu re mov ement. 
The American Fores­ 
try Association made him chairman of 
a committee to pu sh it, and in lec­ 
tu res, newspapers and pamphlets he 
spread the Arbor day propaganda u n­ 
til before his death he had seen 
it 
adopted by almost ev ery State and 
Territory . 
He ev en carried it across 
the waters of the Pacific and indu ced 
Japan to mak e it one of the national 
holiday s. This was in 18 9 5. 
His word 
bore some weight in the land of the 
mik ado, and his v isit was a happy one 
for hint, as he was well k nown. At one 
time he acted as gu ardian to three 
y ou ng Japanese w'omen who had eome 
to this cou ntry to be edu cated. 
One 
of these became the wife of Oy ama, 
and all that she cou ld do to honor her 
old friend was done wdiile^he wras in 
Japan. 
Nov ember 3, the date of the 
emperor’s birthday , was selected as a 
fitting time for the Japanese to ob­ 
serv e as tree planting day . 
In this cou ntry 
Arbor 
day is a 
mov eable holiday , each State selecting 
the date most seasonable and con­ 
v enient. 
April seems the most gener­ 
ally fav ored time, bu t its observ ances 
ranges from Janu ary , the date of the 
Florida 
Arbor 
day , 
to 
December, 
thou gh none of the States u ses the 
su mmer months. 
Washington’s birth­ 
day has been>selected by a nu mber of 
Sou thern States. 
In many 
of 
the 
States the date is fix ed, as in Illinois, 
by the gov ernor. 
The forms of ob­ 
serv ance hav e gradu ally become Iden­ 
tified with the schools, so that In one 
sense it is practically a school holi­ 
day .
